The leaders in the 
movement reported to the members of the congregation 
that a great determination to elect Mr. Mackre!! mayor 
was evident throughout the city. 

BISHOP DENNY'S WARNING 
(Norfolk, Va., Times Herald) 

“Bishop Collins Denny, presiding over the Alabama 
Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, 
today halted the reading of the Temperance Commit 
tee’s report to warn the conference against making re- 
quests of legsiators, lest they should leave the realm of 
religious affairs and enter the realm of politics. The 
report was passed over the head of the bishop. The 
temperance report urged that all Representatives and 
Senators be called on to support legislation closing the 
mails to liquomadvertising and urging their support to 
legislation for a dry District of Columbia.”

The steady decline in candidates for the ministrs 
presents a grave problem which the church in America 
must solve, in the opinion of the New York Evening 
Post, which has conducted a survey of attendance at

While all other educational tnstitutions have been 
hard put to accomodate the students who have demanded 
admission, the registration in Protestant seminaries has 
shown a decided falling off from pre-war records 

' The exact figures for attendance in al! seminaries in 
the United States from 1870 to 1918, as given by ‘the 
United States Bureau of Education, show that in 1870 
the total was 3,254 and the peak was reached in 1916 
‘with 12.051, which was reduced to 0.354 in 1918 

The figures show a steady increase from 1870 until 


1893, when the level was retained at approximately 8,000 


until 1900. There was a decrease until 1905, when the 
low level of 7,000 was reached, but in the succeeding five 
years, the curve shows a rapid ascent, with a total! of 
11,900 recorded in 1910, a le@@® which was maintained

cation of Gregory VII, by any Pro- 
testant author, is from the pen of 
the brilliant American Jurist, Mr. 


Dudley G. Wooten, “The Emperor of 


Germany,” says Mr. Wooten, “had 
usurped the right to appoint eccles- 
iastical officers and to dispense re- 
ligious privileges, influenced, for the 
most part, by bribery and favoritient. 
Gross immorality pervaded every or- 
der of society, civil and religious. In 
this crisis Hildebrand determined te 
purge and purify the ecc 
system, and to redeem the Church 
from this shameful condition. Henry 
[V., abetted by other sovereigns, de- 
fled the Pope’s authority, even in 
the matters of reform and discipline 
within the Church. Gregory prompt- 
ly excommunicated him and his ad- 
visers, and absolved his subjects 
from all allegiance to the Emperor. 
Gregory justified his acts in this and 
other similar instances upon ‘two 
grounds: (1) Because the preserva- 
tion of the faith and the integrity of 
the Church demanded that the Head of
